Inclement weather alone provents a

definite revival of business. Out-door
work Is retarded and'trafilo Impeded to
nit extent that cannot be accurately
measured, but ls obviously sufllolont to
neutralize tho favorable effect of many
encouraging factors, while winter wheat
is threatened, although not yet definitely
ii-Jured. atid early farm preparations,
must bo postponed.
Several lending branches of manufac¬

ture are Increasing uotlvo capac-Ily, and
thousands of Interior buyers are placing;
Uberai orders at tho principal cities. The
usual temporary advantages of war are
felt In the markets for staple commodi¬
ties, notably food stuffs, but while this
helps the domestic producer, It harms
a much larger number by enhancing
prices to homo consumers. Despite In¬
terruption by storms', railway earnings
thus fnr reported for Fobruary werq
only 4.0 per ceni, smaller than a year
ago, when there was also much severe
weather.
